Fertion would appear a mere obvious (uisia, 
and one requiring Deither proot wor ilustra- 
tion, Were 1 nat grievously palpaple te the 
student of the great book of lite—-the un- 
written Liographical dictionary of the world 
—thatany Opposite system is too offen pre- 
ferred and adepied by the untortundte vie- 
tims of this “coudition-ofevery body's ques: 
tion,” so clearly proposed, and iu countioss 
instenees so iwefliciently and indefinitely 
answered, 

To multiply dismal examples of such sad 
‘ases of people ruined, starved, and ina vas 
riety of ways fearfully enibarrassed and tor- 
mented during the provess of expeetation, by 
the poliey of cowardly sloth or feeble liesita- 
tion, caight indeed “polit a nioral,” but would 
scarcely “adorn a tale.’
